THE PRESIDENT’S $10,000 CHECK. 

Mr. George William Curtis in Harper's 
Weekly mildly “regrets” the fact that the 
President has contributed $10,000 to the Demo- 
cratic partisan campaign fund,whereupon Mr. 
Watterson in the Louisville Courier-Journal 
takes G. W. C. to task for it, and under- 
takes to expound to the original Chairman of 
the Civil Seryice Reform Association the 
reason why t is no cause for “ regret.” 
This reason ih substance is, that as the as- 
| sessment plan has been abandoned the 
voluntary contribution is a necessity. ‘“ Po- 
litical expenses must be metin some way. 
They cannot be paid by a CongressiOnal ap- 
propriation. The action of the President, 
therefore, is eminently fit.” From this 
point of view Mr. Watterson indorses the 
action of the President and bluntly says that 
such objections as Mr. Curtis offers bring 
inte contempt the cause of civil service re- 
form”! 

Of course everything depends upon the 
point of view, and were Mr. Watterson’s point 
a correct one there would be considerable 
force and conéistency in his argument. But 
itis not correct, and hence the argument 
fails. Were Mr. Curtis so disposed he could 
easily show Mr. Watterson not only that the 
President has deliberately and for the pur- 
pose of his reélection setaside and trampled

The real object, however, was not so much 
to restrict Chinese emigration to this coun- 
try as to have a bold, unqualified issue on 
the question and force the Republican Sen- 
ate into an attitude of opposition. It was 
supposed that the Senate would oppose the

VERMONT—28,954 MAJORITY.

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WHY MILLS WANTS FREE WOOL. 

Surprise has been expressed that Mills 
and the other Democratic Congressmen from 
Texas should vote to put fine wool on the 
free list in view of the great extent to which 
tas fine wool industry has been developed in 
that State. Such persons wholly fail to un- 
derstand the local: situation. Sheep-grow- 
ing, although a considerable industry in 
Texas, is much weaker than the cattle-rais- 
ing interest, and it appears that the tfo are 
in conflict and making a fight for the posses- 
sion of the grazing districts of the State. As 
the middle portion ot tne State is being 
fenced in and put under cultivation the 
herds of cattle are pusned west and into the 
more arid districts where little rain falls, 
heretofore largely occupied by the sheep- 
growers. Sheep are keen feeders and crop 
the grass so close to the roots that 
they leave nothmg for the cattle. The teeth 
of cattle are so formed that they cannot crop 
grass close to the ground and will fail to find 
subsistence on grazing land over which great 
flocks of sheep have passed. Consequently 
the cattlemen u Texas dre trying to drive 
out the wool-growers or make them dispose 
of their sheep and invest in cattle. Their 
idea is that if the 10 cents a pound tariff on 
fine wool were repealed the sheep-growers 
in Texas could make no profit dnd would 
have 20 go out of the business and give up 
the ertire grazing district of 100,000 square 
miles to the cattle-herders. As they look at 
it, nothing would help them so much in their 
contest with thé sheep-growers as a repeal 
of the high protective duties on wool. The 
cattlemen are in a large majority in numbers 
and influence, and have more votes and capi- 
tal and greater influence in Texas than the 
sheep-growers—tar more. Milis and his col- 
leagues from Teras clearly understand on 
which side ther bread is buttered, and 
hence play into the hands of the cattlemen, 
who have many more votes to cast at nomi- 
nating conventims as well as at elections.

During the year 18.081 
mules of new track were laid, making a total 
mileage Dec. 31 kst of 149,913 miles. The 
total assets of allths railway companies foot 
up $0,199,954,515 ud their liabilities $8,896,- 
451,215, These companies employ 900,000 
men, each of whom represents about five 
persons, or 4,500,000 in all, while those em- 
ployed in building new roads and the work- 
ers in the rail mills, locomotive and car 
works, and other manufactories which are 
closely connecten with railroads number 
380,000, representing about 2,000, 000 souls, so 
that there isa grand aggregate of 6,500,000, 
or a ninth of population of the United 
States, who are directiy interested in the 
railways—a greater number than is employed 
in any other interest, except agri- 
culture. 7

were 8940, 150, 702 or F111, 210, 000 more than in 
1586. The net 
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pealed to humanity the world over, but it 
was also a distinctively American book. She

The great work of Mrs. Stowe’s life was 
a phenomenal success. In circulation no 
book of the century can compare with it. In 
its powerful effect it transcended all others. 
Hor contemporary, Dickens, had written 
many stories for the avowed purpose of at- 
tacking evils and instituting reforms, but

— JACKSONVILLE, ’ 
The Weather Bad for the Sick and a Rapid 
Increase in the Number of New Cases

JACKSONVILLE, Fla, Sept. 9.—[Special.|— 
It was biack and stormy overhead today and 
sorrow and distress below—a fitting parallel. 
The gale that began night before last still 
continues and all day the wind has blown 
with great violence. Last night pedestrians 
had to take the middle of the streot to avoid 
the flying signs that were blown about. The 
wind is cold and unpleasant and doubtiess 
will prove bad for the sick. While today’s 
list of cases may not be large, yet as soon as 
the storm ceases and the sun shines out 
in tropical fervor the list will in- 
crease to alarming proportions. Nurses 
are now arriving, 80 that one 
pressing need is partially filled, but half a 
hun more are needed. Prof. Deering 
Roberts of Nashville University has volun- 
teered to bring down a corps and the Mayor 
of Charleston telegraphed this morning that 
he could send some good nurses. Few phy- 
sicians have volunteered as yet—that is, those 
who have had yellow-fever experience. Dr. 
J. Y. Porter of Key West is here doing good 
work. There is room for a dozen more. Dr. 
J. O. Summers just now is a large 
amount of extra work, and, in fact, all 
the medical men are working hard. All have 
more than they should have to attend to and 
relief would be given by the accession of six 
or a dozen ysicians. 

Work be begun on Camp Mitchell to- 
morrow. Eight thousand feet of lumber are 
now loaaed to go out, and as a force as 
can be worked profitably will sent out. 
Two hundred section-hand railroad 
houses, 1 Doe rooms, will be ready 
within Week. There will be accommoda- 
tions for 1,000 persons.

Daniel H. Bennett Nearly Murdered in His 
Bed and Robbed.

MAJ. K W. M’CLAUGHRY ON CRIMINALS. 


Interesting Talk by the Warden of the 
Joliet Penitentiary. 

Maj. R. W. McClaughry, Warden of the 
Joliet Penitentiary, addressed a large audi- 
ence at the Centenary M. E. Church last 
night on “Criminais and How to Treat 
Them.” He said he was neither a preacher 
nor a lecturer and he would simply talk as 
he would talk to a friend. The criminal 
class was one in which all were interested 
and should be even more than now. In the 
existing social conditions there was no tell- 
ing how soon the matter might be brought 
to one personally. There was no circle of 
society so safe it might not “have to 
mourn over the fall of some one. He did not 
claim to know of any way of eliminating 
crime, but he thought matters might be im- 

roved by a new treatment. It was gradual- 
fy being seen that repression was as im- 
portant as punishment. He then entered on 
‘a definition of crime and a history of crime 
and its punishments in tne various 
ages. Extreme severity marked all the early 
attempts to combat crime, aud it was only in 
recent years that the world discovered that 
m was of value in stich matters. He 
thoughtit one of the ful signs that 
criminals were now considered as human be- 
ings instead of simply monsters. He dis- 
cussed the different theories that have been 
advanced as to the cause of crime, dwelling 
some on heritage. The problem of the pre- 
vention of crime, the removal of temptation, 
was not yet solved, but we had made great 
strides toward a solution during the present 
century. Some were born minals, some 
became criminals, and some had crime 
thrust upon them. A child born in gome 
districts could haraly help becomin a 
criminal; he would grow uv with no ideas of 
morality, and get into trouble.” Soon he 
would land in some penitentiary.
